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Why did the Polish Government lend itself to this 
scheme which results in its own destruction? Because 
this Polish Government was itself fascist in character; be- 
cause for years it has been involved in all plots for the 
destruction of the Soviet Union; because up until a few 
months ago it was itself in closest communion with the 
Nazi government, and participated with it in the dismem- 
berment of Czechoslovakia; because it followed the Nazi 
policy of persecution of the Jews; because it was a govern- 
ment of corrupt and tyrannous landlords and bourgeoisie, 
not only oppressing and robbing the Polish people, but also 
oppressing subject nationalities within its own borders 
numbering more than one-third of the total population. 
Such a government could not defend Poland. 

This government of the Polish “colonels” and land- 
lords has broken up and fled the country at the first im- 
pact of war, abandoning the peoples to helplessness and 
destruction. In this situation the Soviet Union has met its 
responsibility to its own security, to its immediate neigh- 
bors connected by territory and nationality, and to the 


cause of world peace, by moving the Red Army into West- 
ern Ukrainia and Byelo-Russia, while ming its neu- 
trality in the war, and its aim in sec peace and pro- 


tection for the peoples abandoned by their former rulers. 

We Communists, of America and all countries, wanted 
and did everything in our power to bring about the forma- 
tion of a real anti-fascist front, with the participation of 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, and the United 
States.

duty, the Soviet Government has extended 


a helping 


hand to our brothers, the Ukrainians and Byelo-Rus- 
sians (White Russians) inhabiting Poland. The working 
people of the mighty land of Soviets, by enthusiastically 


endorsing the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s decision and by greeting 
the invincible Red Army, which is 
fulfilling the great task of libera- 
tion, demonstrate their indis- 
soluable unity and their bound- 
less loyalty to the Bolshevik 
Party, and to the cause of Lenin 
and Stalin.” 


These words, which appear on 
the front page of today’s Izvestia, 
briefly sum up the response of the 
Soviet people to yesterday's 
broadcast speech of V. M. Molo- 
tov, Chairman of the Council of 
People’s Commissars and People's 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs of 
the U. S. S. R. 


When at 11:30 A. M. yester- 
day, Molotov addressed the coun- 
try on a national radio hookup, 
millions of working people lis- 
tened with tense attention. Not 
all the workers of the Stalin 
Auto Plant in Moscow could hear 
Molotov over the radio; but a few 
minutes after his address was de- 
livered, its contents were known 
to every worker in the plant. 
Thousands of workers, engineers 
and members of the office staff 
impatiently waited for the meet- 
ing to be held after work, where 
they could express their opinions 
and feelings on this decision of 
the Soviet Government. All were 
imbued with a feeling of dignity 
and pride in the Soviet Govern- 
ment, and confidence in its 
strength and justness. 

“Our entire Soviet people, 170,- 
000,000 strong, are gladly prepared 
to extend this helping hand to 
our brothers, the. Ukrainians and 
Byelo-Russians inhabiting Poland, 
whom the Polish government has 
left to the mercy of fate,” de- 
clared a worker of the Stalin 
Auto Plant at one of the meet- 
ings held in the factory. ; 

Other speakers explained to 
their fellow workers that it was 
necessary to achieve the same 
success on the labor front as on 
the military front. 

“The working people respond to 
Molotov’s speech by making 
greater efforts and by raising 
labor productivity. The Soviet 
Government has expressed the 
will of the people,” declared the 
workers. of the ‘Trekhogornaya 
Mills, the largest textile plant in 
Moscow, commenting on the So- 
viet Government's decision. 

Throughout all the towns and 
villages of the Soviet land, the 
working people expressed their 
approval of the steps taken by 
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the life and property of the popu- 
lation of West. Ukraine and West 
Byelo-Russia. 

Eighteen thousand workers, en- 
gineers and office workers of the 
giant Kirov Works in Leningrad, 
formerly the Putilov Works, which 
played an important part in the 
struggles of the Russian prole- 
tralat, declared in a resolution:

To Smuggling 


Mrs.Ayer Fined $10,000 
For Smuggling of 
Jewels Into U.S. 


Wealthy Mrs. May Hancock Ayer, 
65-year-old widow, pleaded guilty 
im Federal Court yesterday to 
charges of smuggling $14,275 worth 
of clothing and jewelry into the 
United States from Europe. 

Judge William H. Barrett fined 
her $10,000 and placed her on two 
years’ probation. 

In addition to the fine she must 
pay customs penalties totaling 614. 
275 and, if she wishes return of the 
smuggled goods, which were seized 
by Federal agents, she must pay in 
addition an amount equal to the 
penalties. 

Judge Barrett remarked that it 
was “really unfortunate when those 
blessed with material property seek 


to defraud the government.” 


The clothing and jewelry were 
seized in a raid on Mrs. Ayer s 
apartment several months ago, 
shortly after Mrs. Emma Lauer 
wife of a former New York Su- 
preme Court Justice had been sen- 
tenced to a short prison term for a 
similar offense.

Navy Court Examines

PORTSMOUTH, N H., Sept. 18

His body was not found in 
the hull of the $4,300,000 Squalus 
but was assumed to have been 
washed out July 13, when a hatch

It's the neck in an onion that 
gives you the key to a fresh, tender 
product. Onions of the dry type 
with thick, tough necks won't add 
much to your cooking or to the 
flavor of your food. 

To select good onions of the dry 
type look for those that are bright, 
clean, hard, well«shaped and dry,” 
says the article. Look at the neck 
and the base as well as the outer 
skin for signs of rot. Misshaped 
onions don't qualify for high grades, 
but their only objection for con-- 
sumers is the possibility of waste. 

Green onions, leeks, and shallots 
should have fresh green tops and 
medium-sized necks that are white 
for at least 2 or 3 inches from the 
root. Look for those that are young, 
crisp, and tender.

The Coun- 
cil said also that East Harlem, inhabited 
largely by the Italian and Latin-American 
people, constitutes one of the most deterior- 
ated and dilapidated housing areas in the 
five boroughs.

One thing, is that the City Housing Au- 
thority should see that the Red Hook and 
Queensbridge housing projects are opened 
up to the Negro people, Popularization of 
the requirements for these projects ought 
especially to be carried on in Harlem, the 
city’s worst slum area. Meanwhile, full sup- 
port should be given to the efforts of the 
City Wide Tenants Council in its fight 
against the deplorable slum conditions in 
Harlem and elsewhere in the city. 


Gagging A Browder Meeting 
Menaces ALL Americans 


® There are all sorts of ways in which the 
Tories try to gag democratic liberties, and 
a court order closing a large meeting hall 
to an Earl Browder meeting is one of them. 


A notoriously reactionary judge in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, has issued just such an order 
to permit the breaking of a contract by the 
management of the largest hall of the city 

where Browder was scheduled to speak. 

Browder was to have discussed the coming 
election issues of 1940 and the position of 
the United States in the world situation. But 
the Tories of Ohio dread the simple truths 
which Browder brings to the people for their 
consideration. Hence the gag ruling. 


This contempt for the Bill of Rights is 
especially dangerous to ALL AMERICANS 


at this time. The Tory minority will try to 
use the war crisis as an excuse to gag all 
civil liberties. They will start with the Com- 
munists—but they will not end with the 
Communists. The bitter experience of Nazi 
Germany has fully demonstrated that. 


It is as plain as day to every schoolboy 
now that the day when German Fascism 
arrested Thaelmann, the Communist leader 
of Germany, was the day when the civil and 
religious liberties of the entire German peo- 
ple were marked for destruction. In fram- 
ing the Communists, Nazism framed the 
German Republic. 

The trick of the American Tories is no 
different. 

The Bill of Rights must be guarded to- 
day with the most passionate vigilance. 
Every infraction of it must be instantly 
noted and blocked. A violation of the Bill 
of Rights for one group in the democratic 
camp is a violation for all.

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N.Y. Times— American Mouth- 
piece for the British Cabinet? 


It seems to be indisputable that the New 
York Times is published in the United 
States. But it is far from indisputable that 
it is an American paper defending Ameri- 
can interests. From the way it has been 
carrying on in the past few weeks, there are 
very good grounds for suspecting that it 
is merely an American propaganda puppet 
of the British Tory Cabinet. 


This is the only explanation for the weird 
and hysterical deceptions it has been prac- 
_*icing on its American readers. 


It prints a front-page box leering that 
the Daily Worker did not give its readers 
the news of the armistice between the So- 
viet Union and the Far East. This is of 
course a gross deception as anybody who 
can read can easily find out on Page 1 of 
Saturday’s issue. 


But this is only a detail in a long line of 
journalistic distortions which the Times has 
inflicted on its readers in the recent crucial 
week. The Times practically censored the 
vital Voroshilov interview; the Times has 
never given its readers the text of Premier 
Molotov’s key speech on the non-aggression 
pact, 

In its editorials, the Times has followed 
up this censorship, by manufacturing 
every possible devious excuse for Chamber- 
lain’s infamous betrayal of his pledges to Po- 
land. The Times supported Chamberlain in 
the Munich days; it whined and pleaded for 
sympathy for him afterward; it dared even 
to offer the outlines for a New Munich at 
Poland’s expense two weeks ago; and it is 
now roaring its head off to cloak the infamy 
of the British ruling class which has led 
Europe into the abyss of the present im- 
perialist war. 


It is the Times’ grovelling service to 
Chamberlain and the British Tories which 
is responsible for the jibes which in ordinary 
days would be silly, but which in these 
crucial days are a menace to the safety and 
national positions of the United States. The 
Times is obviously not concerned~ mainly 
with American national interests. 


Every issue of the Times the 
issue with louder insistence—Is the New 
York Times the voice of the British Propa- 
ganda Ministry in the United States? 


Up to this very day, the New York 
Times has kept hidden from its readers the 
enormously important utterance of Lloyd 
George in which that British statesman re- 
vealed the full willingness of the Soviet 
Union to collaborate in defense of Polish 
independence and Europe's peace, and the 
criminal refusal of Chamberlain’s gang to 
agree to such joint defense of peace. Why
